The cited document Dl has been reconsidered to only represent 
the general state of the art. 

From Dl, which is considered to represent the closest prior 
art, a combined gas and electrostatic filter construction is 
known (see e.g. column 8, line 66 - column 9, line 61). The 
construction in Dl comprises first and second electrodes (15, 
16, 23, 22, 72 and 74) where some of them (15, 23, 72) are 
electrically insulated. An insulating material (17, 21, 73) 
acting as a particle filter is located between the first and 
the second electrodes and there is a difference in electrical 
potential between the electrodes in order to create a field 
between the electrodes. Further, according to the construction 
in Dl the material of at least one of the electrodes (e.g. lb, 
74) is activated carbon, which is permeable to air, filters 
gases and has a low electrical conductivity. The gas filtering 
electrode is shaped to form a bag (see e.g. figure 1 or 5) .

The difference between the invention according to claim 1 and 
Dl is that both electrodes, according to the invention, are 
set substantially parallel to the direction of the airflow. In 
Dl the electrodes (e.g. 72 and 74) are parallel, but not 
substantially parallel to the airflow. In Dl it is rather so 
that the electrodes are perpendicular to the airflow, in 
accordance with basic rules of flow dynamics.
